II. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH UPDATES
Legislation Update - Bill No. 5701
This bill has been assigned Public Act No. 08-184 and is currently awaiting the Governors’
signature.
Section 41 of the act changes some of the requirements for licensure as a psychologist and
eliminates some of DPH's responsibilities concerning licensure exam administration. Prior law
required a licensure applicant to have at least one year's postdoctoral experience of a type
satisfactory to the Board of Examiners of Psychology. The act instead requires experience (but
not necessarily postdoctoral) that meets requirements established in regulations adopted by DPH
in consultation with the board. The act eliminates a requirement that the applicant verify that he
or she intends in good faith to practice in the state. The act also clarifies that an applicant's
doctoral degree be from an educational institution approved by the board with the consent of
DPH rather than registered.
The act eliminates a requirement that DPH grade the licensure examinations of licensure
candidates. It also no longer requires DPH to (1) determine the time and place of the examination
and (2) administer the exam under the board's supervision.
